HE clinical finish and 
"Torre of veteran 

Geoff Gunning, lifted 
Parramatta Eagles into the 
National soccer League Cup 
final by beating Sydney CSC 
2-1 on Wednesday. 

In a spiteful semi-final 
witnessed by almost 1,400 
spectators at marconi Stdium, 
Gunning ignited a second half 
Eagles fightback with two 
goals, including a superb 
volley to equalise. 

Parramatta trailed 1-0 at 
half-time after CSC’s teenage 
striker Mario Jermen struck in 
the sixth minute. 

But a half-time roasting by 
Parramatta coach Rale rasic 
pulled the Eagles out of an 
indifferent first half 
performance. 

Two minutes into the 
second half Parramatta 
midfielder Michael Reda and 
Robert Wheatley combined to 
set up Gunning for a left foot 
volley which brought the first 
Eagles score. 

The match-winner came in 
the 77th minute with a build- 
up by substitute Gabriel 
Mendez combining with 
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The Eagles in action 


Aytek Genc, before Gunning 
finally toed in a rebound. 
Parramatta skipper 
Wheatley said of the first half 
effort: “I was extremely 
critical of our performance. 
“The intensity wasn’t there 
and we were playing like 


pussycats.”

YOUTH CUP 


Incantalupo 


The Sydney Sportsground exploded into action in the first three minutes of 
the World Youth Championship match between Argentina and Australia. 


In the second minute, 
Australia’s skipper, Peter 
Raskopoulos, took a well 
— directed free-kick to set 
up giant centre-back, Steve 
Blair, on the far post, 
whose header stretched the 
Argentinian goalkeeper. 

No sooner was the save 
made, when Australia was 
again on the scene as 
Raskopoulos charged into. 
the box but crashed into 
the goalkeeper, as David 
Mitchell screamed in to 
smash the ball into the net. 
However, the Polish 
referee, Jarguz, awarded 
Argentina a free-kick. 
What was going on? 

Here were Argentina, 
world champions, on the 
ropes as Australia’s 
international babies were 
zeroing in from all angles 
with fire. 

Steve Blair pushed up 
into attack on four 
successive corners won by 
Australia, and every time 
he came up, the 
Argentinian full-back, 
Nestor Clausen (an evil 
looking, tough, highly- 
skilled customer), dropped 
off his striker to pick up 
Blair in the box and 
constantly gave Steve a 
rough time. 

But the magnificent 
Blair was out of this world 
in this period, and dished 
out more than he copped 
from the Argentinian. 
When a set-play broke 
down, he was very quickly 
back in his central- 
defensive position. 

Blair, together with his 
captain, Raskopoulos, in 
this torrid first half, was 
outstanding and they both 
lifted the entire Australian 
team. 

Argentina could not 
believe the Australian 
resistance, 

Raskopoulos, in the 
22nd minute, burst down 
the right flank and was hit 
in the face by an 
Argentinian defender and 
had to receive first aid 
attention. 

Argentina soon realised 
the main “drivers” for 
Australia were 
Raskopoulos and Blair, and 
they focussed their 
treatment on these two. 

Argentina’s left 
attacking-midfielder, 
Carlos Mendoza, was 
causing Australia problems 


down her right flank, and 
Robbie Wheatley had his 
hands full with him. Highly 
skilful and tough, Mendoza 


kept punching at 
Australia’s right-back 
pocket, only to find 


Wheatley hanging in and 
absorbing all 

A Tage Notion. a. 7's 
determination increased 
with tackles again on 
Raskopoulos and twice on 
left midfielder, Incantalupo 
— all vicious tackles 
coming from Clausen, 

By now, Incantalupo’s 
Italian blood started to boil 
and twice he came 
screaming back with 
upending tackles on the 
Argentine to “balance the 
books” for Australia. 

At the half-time mark, 
the scoreboard showed nil- 
all. What was in store for 
the spectators jg the second 
half was just unbelievable, 

Five minutes into the 
second half, Australia’s 
stocky striker, Mark 
Koussas, burst down the 
right flank, wheeled around 
and smashed a left-footed 
shot that ricocheted off the 
post. 

In the 63rd minute, 
Argentina made her first 
change, and brought on 
Urruti for . midfielder, 
Tapia. 

One minute later, 
Australia changed 
Incantalupo for Hunter, 
Making his comeback for 
Australia after being 
injured for 11 months. 

Then disaster for 
Australia in the 67th 
minute. 

Argentina’s replaced 
player Urruti, broke into 
Australia’s box, as both 
Blair and Wheatley came 
across in over. Blair got to 
Urmuti first, but held off his 
right leg just two feet short 
of contact. However, the 
very cunning Argentine 
read the situation well and, 
untouched, took off on a 
tremendous dive that 
impressed the badly- 
positioned referee, who 
immediately blew for a 
penalty. Jarguz was conned 
at Australia’s expense. 

Burruchaga smashed a 
high, lifting shot that grazed 
the underside of the cross- 
bar, with Glen Ahearn 
diving to the correct side 
but low Argentina 1-0, 

In the 70th minute, 


Argentina made her second 
change and took off Borelli 
for Cecchi. 

Then it happened Justice 
at last. 

In the 79th minute, little 
dynamo, Paul Kay, took a 
free-kick from out wide on 
the left, and lofted the ball 
perfectly into the box for 
striker Dave Mitchell, who 
got up well to head the ball 
down. it came off a 
defender’s arm and 
bounced into the path of 
Mark Koussas, who 
hungrily lashed out and 
walloped a crashing right- 
footed smash into the left 
corner of the Argentine’s 
net. 

Australia 1, Argentina 1 

World champions 
Argentina was on its 
kneeds on the canvas. Who 
could believe it? The crowd 
went mad. 

Sweeper Oscar Crino 
pushed up into attack. 
Raskopoulos and Kay 
pressed forward spraying 
balls out wide, left and 
right. Wave after wave of 
green and gold flooded 
forward. The grandstands 
were rocking. The crowd 
screamed AUSTRALIA, 
AGUSSSTR-A Esl Aw, 
AUSTRALIA. 

The adrenalin reached 
boiling point, both on and 
off the pitch. 

One minute left in the 
game and it happened. 

Australia’s — brilliant 
striker, Mitchell, received a 
high ball in the box. Rising 
high over his full-back, he 
won the ball in the air and 
nodded it down square to 
Hunter, who in tum 
sidefooted into the right 
comer for goal No 2.

The crowd invaded the 
pitch as Hunter was buried 
by the entire Australian 
team. The Australian bench 
went mad, The grandstands 
went mad. There was 
bedlam in the press-box. 
The entire stadium was 
electrified. 

And in the stadium was 
NSW Sports Minister, 
Michael Cleary, who only 
hours before had told the 
press that rugby league was 


always going to be the 


number one sport in 
Australia, 
Australia’s Young 


Champions, from the green 
and gold corner, had just 
knocked out the World 
heavyweight 2-1, as 
telephones, telexes and live 
TV beamed the battle and 
the result throughout the 


world. 

It also gave me 
personally a great thrill as 
for the last 10 weeks, here 
in ABSW, we have been 
saying that this could 
happen.

No-one should dismiss the huge achievement of 
Australia in staging its second World Youth 
Championship. It really is a signal point in our 
emergence from footballing obscurity to one of 
the most talked about countries in the game. 

If we could only enter a time warp and transfer 
our qualification for the 1974 Munich World Cup 
sixteen years forward. Had the Socceroos 
qualified for Italia ‘90 we would be slap bang in 
the middle of the biggest boom in the Australian 
game’s history. Sadly, they didn’t, and while no- 
one would want to take it away from our ‘74 
stars, it's one of the tragedies of the game that 
that success wasn't followed up. 


TV BATTLE 


The good news for football fans last week was 
that the ABC and SBS had come to an 
agreement to screen Australia ‘93 in areas not 
serviced by SBS signals, thereby significantly 
increasing the watching public for the 
tournament. But it really is a joke that the original 
agreement was broken in the first place - and 
more so that it was ever made public. Other than 
harming the reputations of the TV executives 
involved it didn't do much for the image of 
football either. 


CANBERRA MAFIA 


A comment made by Johhny Warren last week 
during a training session of the Young Socceroos at 
Sydney Football Stadium gave food for thought. 

Apparently every one in a little group had a 
strong Canberra connection - including the ex 
Socceroo captain himself who called it the 
“Canberra Mafia”. 

One of the most prominent personalities was 
ASF Staff Coach Vic Fernandez who is in camp 
with the Young Socceroos. But after the 
championships are over Victor goes back to his 
daily life - but this season without a club to coach. 
That's the sacrifice someone like Fernandez has to 
make in order to lose money as a Staff Coach for 
the ASF! 

But Victor isn’t the only talent going to waste 
in National League-less Canberra. Other than 
the myriad of talented youth who will give the 
game away because of limited progression, 
Canberra has another excellent and fully 
qualified coach - former English First Division 
and Canberra City pro Steve Bryant. Bryant has 
a full FA badge, is one of the best coaches 
around and yet, like Fernandez, is treading 
water in football never-never land. 

Both have received enquiries from overseas - 
like another Canberran, 16 year-old Leo 
Langone, who last week joined the playing staff 
of Argentinian super club River Plate. 

It might be the Canberra Mafia but unless the 
locals get together and combine their energies to 
achive National League status then the game in 
the capital might well follow Canberra City - the 
former National League club which last week 
was in danger of folding up completely.

Germany won its opening match against defending champions 
Portugal 1-0 with a last minute goal from giant striker Carsten Jancker 
at Lang Park. 

Bonhoff spoke passionately of Jorres at the team’s breakfast after 
learning the young star's future was clouded, 

“Tt was a tragic incident for him and we'll all do our best and go all 
the way for him in the finals,” Bonhoff said. 

“It's too early to say whether the injury will have any bearing on his 
future.” 

Jorres, who celebrated his 19th birthday yesterday laid up in hospital, 
was felled in a tackle from Portugal's Nelson Morais and underwent 
surgery. 

Morais escaped being sent-off by French referee Remy Harrel, who 
had his hands busy booking six players during Germany’s victory, 

‘The German delegation considered flying Jorres home immediately 
for surgery but were eventually convinced to allow it to proceed in a 
Brisbane hospital, 

Jorres only recently signed as a fulltime professional with German 
First Division club Cologne, 

Bonhoff believes Germany must secure a win and a draw in its final 
two Group B encounters against Ghana and Uruguay to be certain of a 
quarter final berth. 

“We are in a pool of only six points and we already have two,” 
Bonhoff said. 

“It is possible to get into the quarter finals with four points, which is 
only two draws or one win away, but we'll need five points to be 
certain.” 

Bonhoff dismissed suggestions Germany will need a more disciplined 
approach from his players for the remainder of the series following the 
oss of Jorres and bookings for four of his players. 

Under FIFA rules, Germany is not allowed to fly in a replacement for 
the injured Jorres while an automatic one-match suspension will be 
handed out to any player who receives two bookings. 

‘The Germans have no other injuries problems and next play Ghana. 

Ghana coach Fred Osam Duodu put the Africans through a light 
training run but concentrated mostly on a team talk following its 1-all 
draw with Uruguay. 

“We have no injury problems, he said. 


Osam Duodu believes Ghana will have to alter its style for the 
German clash if it’s to go further in the championships. 

“I was happy with the result against Uruguay and I haven't thought 
about making any changes,” he said. 

“Some decisions didn’t favour us but overall I was happy with the

HUNDREDS of screaming 
girls packed outside the hotel 
calling for team members 
was once a dream but is now 
becoming a reality for the 
Young Socceroos, 

The ‘John, Paul and Ringo’ 
type reception happened 
when the Australians were in 
Chile for the finals of the 
1987 World Youth Soccer 
Championship and they also 
attracted wide attention in 
Portugal for the 1991 titles. 

Melbourne striker Paul 
Trimboli unexpectedly found 
himself, with midfielder Jason 
Polak, the centre of attention 
because their blond hair and 
blue eyes contrasted vividly 
with the local residents in 
Santiago. 

“The scene was just 
incredible. The girls tried to 
get into the hotel for 
autographs or to talk to us 
and we were waving from the 
windows,” Trimboli said. 

“It was great at the start 
but our coach Les Scheinflug 
finally had to order us to 
close the curtains and 
windows and not encourage 
them. If we went outside the 
hotel we were mobbed which 
was exciting at first but after 
a while became annoying. 

“We couldn’t move, 
couldn't use the exits and 
needed an escort to get the 
10 metres from the team bus 
into the hotel after training. 
We certainly learned how the 
Beatles felt.” 

Trimboli and Polak are 
among the many former 
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national youth 
representatives who have 
won selection in the 
Socceroos or who have been 
signed by overseas clubs. 

Maradona has become the 
most famous name to come 
from the youth ranks while 
Australia has contributed 
Frank Farina, Paul Okon and 
Ned Zelic in recent years. 

“Football is like a religion 
in South America and the 
media coverage is huge. We 
were treated as important 
people, something we don’t 
get at home,” Trimboli said. 

“put the unstable political 
situation in Chile caused 
some worry and we never 
really got used to an armed 
guard sitting in the bus 
whenever we went to 
training.” 

South America had an 
entirely different meaning for 
former Socceroo and current 
Preston coach Oscar Crino. 

Crino, born in Argentina, 
was chosen in the Australian 
side to play the country of his 
birth at the Sydney 
Sportsground in the 1981 
finals. 

“Tt wasea big occasion for 
me going on to _ the 
sportsground to play for 
Australia. It was my first 
World Championship and I 
wanted to make sure it would 
be a stepping stone to the big 
one,” he said. 

“T felt very relieved when 
we came off 2-1 winners but 
the game took a lot out of 
me. 

“The representative period 
was probably the best 10 
years of my life, lasting from 
the youth to the seniors, and 
the national anthem is one of 
the best moments a 
sportsman can feel. 

“Tt wakes you up, reminds 
you that you’re representing 
nearly 18 million people and 
you miss it when you don’t 
hear it. I’m grateful I heard it 
a few times.” 

Crino said Australia today 
has a lot of high quality talent 
and should be tapped far 
earlier than the age of 17. 
He suggests youngsters 
should be picked for training 
at the age of 12 to become 
national players of the future.

Crino’s midfield teammate, 
agreed the inaugural World 
Championship in 1981 was 
an unforgettable experience. 

“We were virtually in a 
daze. Beating Argentina was 
great and I hit the crossbar in 
the 1-1 draw with England. 
No drugs could give you the 
feeling of the games,” he said. 

“T was in the 1979 team 
which was eliminated by 
Paraguay and Australia was 
Virtually the first guinea-pig 
for the world title. 

“FIFA made a good move 
to begin the Under-17 and 
Under-20 tournaments. Many 
players in that age group are 
now being sold to major 
clubs and the more 
experience they can gain at 
an earlier age the more 
they'll benefit. 

“Next on the list will be 
our Under-17s to overseas 
clubs as scouts see their 
value. Back in 1981 it was 
unheard of for an Australian 
player to go overseas.” 

Australia’s 1983 team to 
Mexico produced its crop of 
stars and unexpected results 
with midfielder Tom 
MeGulloch and keeper 
Anthony Franken still 
savouring the games. 

Franken remembers 
walking on to the Aztec 
Stadium in Mexico City to 
represent Australia for the 
first time, running the last 
800 metres to get into the 
ground because of a traffic 
holdup, and the roar from the 
110,000 spectators as the 
match started. 

“The game hasn’t changed 
that much in the past decade 
but the preparation is 
different,” he said. 

“In 1983, we had a warm- 
up tournament in Acapulco 
while the present team has 
played Brazil, Korea and 
toured the Middle East. It 
certainly gives them a better 
chance to know each other 
and work as a team.” 

McCulloch's most vivid 
memory was in Costa Rica 
when Australia beat the host 
nation and Israel to qualify 
for the finals. 

But his biggest 
disappointment was not the 
preliminary round failure but 
suffering a last minute injury

which kept him out of the 2-1 
win over Scotland, his 
parents’ birthplace. 

“One area that has changed 
is the expectation of our 
supporters. If we made the 
final 16 or the quarter-finals 
a decade ago it was 
considered a tremendous 
achievement, Now people 
expect us to make them,” he 


said. 

“Maybe it’s a compliment 
of what we’ve achieved at 
that level but it is 
unnecessary pressure on the 
players. 

“Les Scheinflug would 
always tell us _ that 
concentration, commitment 
and confidence comes from 
the first match and that game 
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was all we had to worry 
about, 

“That first game is so 
important in a four-team 
group and that’s why it is 
essential for all Australians 
and the media to get behind 
the Young Socceroos and 


support them in _ this 
tournament” added 
McClulloch.
